WESTMINSTER ABBEY, 


| The Origin of the Old Saying, ‘Robs

The greatest landmark 
is doubtless St. Paul's. 
outline and lofty towering 


Its massive 
dome, 


whether seen from the busy street or | 


the quiet river constitute a charac- 
teristic feature and form a picture 
which out of countless spectacles 
and the blur of seemingly endless 
traftic most visitors take uway with 
them us the predominant imnression 
of the greatest city in the world. 

It is, however, to Westminster Ab- 
bey that the tourist naturally turns 
when he desires to see a standing 
embodiment of antiquity und the 
greatest of the British Empire. It is 
more than 600 years older than St 
Paul's. Founded in 1065 by the gen- 
tle King, Edward the Confessor, it 
saw in the following year the corona- 
tion of Norman William and the 
establishment of the present royal 
line. Villed with the tombs of kings 
and poets, warriors and statesmen, 
of prelates and philosophers, it ap- 
peals alike to the memory and the 
imugination and arouses an interest 
that goes on increasing with the flow 


of time. 

Yet (says a writer in The Wash. 
ington Post), of the hundreds of 
thousands of foreigners who visit 
Westminster Abbey annually, it is 
safe to say that but an infinitesimal 
minority is aware of the proper stvle 
and title of the venerable pile. Nor 
is this strange, for the British people 
themselves have in the long lapse of 
ages and in 
the ages have brought ceased to re- 
member it. The late Dean Stanley, 
who loved the glorious old church 
with.a great love, once remarked that 
there are probably but few English- 
men who care to be reminded that 
the full title of Westminster Abbey 
is the “Collegiate Church, or Abbey 
of St. Peter." 

Stanley also adopted the opinion 
generally held that the proverb “Rob. 
bing Peter to pay Paul" took its 
origin from the diversion of certain 
of the abbey estates about 1550 from 
their original purpose to the benefit 
of the old St. Paul's. This view 
may, however, reasonably be doubt. 
ed, for the saying “Crucifying Paul 
to redeem Peter” is traceable as fur 
back as the twelfth century, and the 
phrase ‘Robbing St. Peter to clothe 


St. Paul” is found in 1515, and a 
similar locution occurs in early 
French 


The form of the expression now in 
vogue was solidified and rendered 
current by the agitation sturted in 
the city of London proper, as distinct 
from the city of Westminster, where 
the abbey stands — that the great 
Earl of Chatham should be buried 
in St. Paul’s. To deprive the abbey, 
in favor of its younger rival, of the 
distinction of enshrining the remains 
of the greatest statesman that in her 
rough island story, England has pro- 
duced would be to rob Peter to pay 
Paul with a vengeance,

Gypsy Wordless Language. 


To communicate with one another, 
gypsies now use letters—and they use 
the telegraph, too, when necessary-- 
especially in this country. But the 
modern Romany also follows the 
“patteran,” tracing the footsteps, or 
wagon tracks, of his friends on the 
road by the same method employed by 
his ancient prototype, reading direc- 
tions where no words are written as 
clearly as the gorgio does a roadside 
signboard. But the patteran can be 
read by the gypsy only—it is hidden 
and secret, although it may be in 
plain sight, as a signboard is open 
and public.

official statement: 

“At u second conference, held re- 
cently between representatives of the 
Canadian Northern and J. S. Dennis, | 
assistant to. the vice-president of the! 


Canadian Pacific railway, a further! 
agreement was reached in compliance | 
with the provisional order of the! 
board of railway commissioners, under | 
which the C. N. R. are allowed to con- | 
tinue the construction of their limit of | 
the agreement concluded between | 
these railroads on the 20th inst., 
through the irrigation block of the! 
Canadian Pacific railroad inio the city | 
of Calgary. | 

With the signing of this agreement 
the Canadian Northern railway, which 
for the past three months has been 
unsuccessfully attempting to force 
its line through the irrigation block, 
will be rushed forward into Calgary.” 

It is now three months ago that the 
C. P. R. made the first move in the 
matter of stopping the Canadian 
Northern from damaging their irriga- 
tion works in the Rosébud valley dis- 
trict. At that time many people open. 
ly accused the C. P. R. of Walt to 
keep the work of the Canadian Nor-| 
thern held buck, but from the celerity 
with which everything was arranged 
once the officials of the two roads got 
together, this aa would appear to 
be properly refuted. 

“Tf we had been approached by the 
Canadian Northern in the first place 
and a proper agreement made, there 
would have been no trouble at all,” 
said a C. P. R. official. 

“As it was the C. N. R. went ahead 
and tried to force ‘their way over our 
property, muking no provision for 
the protection of our irrigation ditch 
or for proper bridges and structures 
over same, and we were compelled to, 
take steps to protect ourselves. Since 
then we have got together and made 
an agreement that fully protects us 
and is satisfactory to the C. N. R., so 
their work ‘will be rushed ahead now 
and Calgary will be benefitted.” | 

It was because the two companies, 
did not get together that the C. P. R.| 
found it necessary to take out an in- 
junction against the C. N. R. com-! 
pelling them to stop work about three 
months ago_and when this failed they, 
swore out information against the con- 
tractors and subcontractors for dam- 
ages und trespass. 

While this second litigation was | 
going through the courts, the board of 
railway commissioners step; ed in and! 
about the middle of last month made 
a request to the officials of the two 
companies to hold a conference and 
try and agree on a settlement for the 
construction of that part of the C. N. 
R. line from mileage 175 to mileage 
206. The conference was held and an 
agreement covering this part of the 
line was signed by J. 8. Dennis and 
the C. N. R. engineers. The agree-, 
ment was signed on the 20th inst., 
the last day given by the railway 
board for the settlement of the dis- 
pure as to this part of the line, who 
had advised both companies that they , 
would reach an amicable settlement. 

After the settlement of the first part 
of the line under dispute was arranged 
the board issued a further provisionr] 
order asking the representatives of 
the two companies to get together 
again on an agreement for that part 
of the line from mileage 206 to the 
city of Calgary. This time the con- 
testants were given until Saturday, 
August 27, to settle the dispute, but 
they settled it three days ahead of 
time when they signed the agreement. 

The agreement which provides for 
the protection of the C. N. R. canals 
and the erection of proner. bridg¢s, | 
culverts and structures of all kinds, 
marks the end of the dispute, as the 
cases against the contractors and sub. 
contractors will prohably be dropped 
on the payment of the costs incurred , 
so far by the defendants, who are said’ 
to be still liable for trespass, as the 
agreement did not go into effect until | 
Aveust 30. | 

The signing of the agreement which 
allows the work to be proceeded with 
at once is looked upon very favorably 
by all the business men of the city, 
as the failure of the two companies 
to get together amicably would have 
meant that the matter. would have 
had to be referred to Ottawa and hack 
countless times, and that the work on 
the new road would have been de- 
layed considerably.

DRY FARMING SUCCEEDS 


! 

Results of Experimental Farm at 
Lethbridge Were Very Successful 
| This Season 
| Lethbridge.—Mr.-W. H. Fairfield, 
lof the Dominion Experimental Farm 
ut Lethbridge, has demonst.ated be- 
yond doubt the value of dry® farming 
\this year, and he nas discovered that 
with only two inches of rainfall, by 
\this scientific met.od, a normal crop 
‘ean be had. He had experimented 
|with the eastern method of fallowing 
(in summer and had this dry year 
}found it a complete failure. By dry 
|farm.ng, however, winter wheat had 
yielded anywhere from 12 to 20 bush- 
els per acre, which Mr, Fairfields re- 
gards as good, considering that there 
jhad only been two inches of rain 
;since January. A normal annual rain 
for the Lethbridge district is 16 or 17 
| inches. 

Mr. Fairfield has not commenced 
the threshing of his irrigated land 
(crops yet, but from appearanees he 
thinks they will give a normal yield. 
This is the first really dry summer

(After a Two Months’ Tour of the West- 
tern Provinces, Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
Concludes His Itinerary with Mam- 
moth Meeting at Medicine Hat— 
Has Imbibed Spirit of the West—Is 
More Than Ever a Canadian. 


| Medicine Hat, Alta.—The tour of Sir 
| Wilfrid Laurier, which opened with a 
mammoth meeting ut Port Arthur and 

Fort William two months ago, was 
brought to a conclusion with another 
great gathering here on September 2, 
it was the last big assembly scheduled 
on the itinerary, Two western prairie 
provinces, by the presence and speech. 
es of Premiers Sifton and Scott, 
junited in doing honor to the first Ca- 
nadian premier who has spent — his 
jsummer in studying the conditions 
und requirements of the west. 

The premier of Saskatchewan con- 
veyed the message of Premier McBride 
of British Columbia to “Canada’s 
most illustrious statesman,” 

Hon. ©, R. Mitchell, attorney-gener- 
aleand minister of education, occupied 
the chair, and addresses were also de- 
livered by Hon. Geo, P, Graham, 
Hon, Frank Oliver, Messrs. MeDonald 
aid Pardee, 

Lady Laurier attended the meeting 
and was accorded a cordial reception, 

In an eloquent address Sir Wilfrid 


summed up his experiences of the 
}tour., 
“T left home a Canadian to the 


core,’ he said. “T return ten. times 
more a Canadian, T have imbibed the 
air, the spirit and the enthusiasm of 
the West. am oa true Westerner 
heneeforth; nay, T shoull say Cana- 
dian, for we must in future aim to 
know no West nor East, only in emu. 
lation of the best in each other. Who 
can do more for Canada, our common 
country? So Tam going home now, 

“T have learned a great deal in the 
pust two months. IT have learned to 
know ing country. 

“On July 7th T set my face towards 
the setting sun. On September 2nd 1 
am setting my face towards the rising 
sun. Yet whether rising or setting the 
same sun shines all over Canada,” 

Sir Wilfrid made his farewell appeal 
for a united Canada. During his tour 
he had met a multitude of new Cana- 
dians. Thousanls were United States 
settlers. He had asked them whether 
they were satisfied with their condi- 
tions under the institutions here, 
Without exeeption, the response had 
been, “Yes, and proud to become Ca- 
nadians.” 

Such experiences had been an 
tense satisfaction to the premier. 

“The republic,” he said, ‘was learn- 
ing that monarchial institutions here 
were not less democratic than those to 
the south. The King of England is 
subject to law, as the president of 
the Ameriean republic is, without so 
many autocratic powers. 

“We are all working together to 
build~to~Oumida as a nation,” de- 
clared Sir Wilfrid. “We are not fol- 
lowing in a beaten path; we are choos- 
ing our course; we are hewing out our 
own path, 

“Our experience has no parallel in 
any nart of the world. History tells 
us of countries which have reached 
the status of nations by severing their 
connection with the parent state, but 
we have found the secret of becoming 
a nation without breaking off with the 
motherland, We are proud of our na- 
tion, and we are proud of our imperial 
connection.” 

In concluding, the premier made an 
appeal for a united consecration by 
the great cosmopolitan citizenhood for 
all that conduces to the glory, welfare, 
prosperity and happiness of the Can- 
ada of our birth and the Canada of 
our adoption,

To teach ideas of motherhood to 
girls.at-an_early nge is the sim of a 
bill introduced in the British House 
of Commons recently by Dr. Addison, 
of Hoxton, Eng. His mensure pro- 
vides that instruction shall be given 
in public elementary schools as to 
the care and feeding of infants. He 
said that 120,000 children urder 12 
months okd died each year in England 
and that medical experts calculated 
that one-third of these denths were 
preventable. The increase in the 
deuth rate. he told his colleagues, was 
due mainly to the ignorance of young 
mothers, many of whom knew litsle 
ubout the importance of cleanliness 
properly feeding 


their youngsters. 

“Tf we wish to deal effectively with 
the cnuse of our national weakness,” 
said Dr. Addison, “we must begin at 
the cradle. The only proper way to 
becin is to vive instruction to the 
girls in school. The instruction is 
simple and would take very little 
time.”

LATE WM. RENNIE PIONEERED 
IN PROGESSIVE METHODS. 


| The Widely Known Seedsman, Whe 


Died Recently, Was Born In Scare 
boro and Made the Rennie Home- 
stead One of the Famous Farms of 
Canada—He Was a Great Admirer 
of Clydesdale Horses. 

In the death of William Rennie 


ioneer farm- 
ers, seedsmen and agriculturists of 


| Canada has passed away. The de- 
| ceased for many years had been @ 


leader in progressive farming in On- 
tario und was the author of one of 
the best known text books on the 
subject. My. Rennie had been im 
poor health for some time past and 
on May 23 he received a stroke of 
paralysis, after which he declined 
eteadily until his demise. 

Like many other successful Cana- 
diane who have risen to prominence: 
in business and public life Mr. Ren- 
nie was a self-made man and was. 
born in an humble log cubin inp 
Scarboro in March, 1835. His futher 
«nd mother had emigrated from Sevt- 


| land « few years previous and ‘wefe 


in poor circumstances during their 
early days on the tarm. By har 
work, intelligence and zeal that farnr 
became one of the most celebrated ir 
Ontario and the Rennie homestead in 
Searburo is known all over the pro- 


| vince among progressive agricultur- 


ists as the Gold Medal Farm. In 
1860 he started farming for himself 
on the second comsession of Muark- 
ham, near Richmond Hill, but im 
1870 he moved to Toronto and estab- 
lished the seed business which has 
developed to such a wonderful extent 
and which has made the name of 


Rennie a familiar one throughout. 
Canada in every agricultural com- 
munity. The business is now one of 


the lurgest of its kind in the Domin- 
ion and has branches in Montreal, 
Winnipeg and Vancouver. 


LATE WILLIAM RENNIE. 
In 1884 Mr. Rennie was awarded! 


the silver medal fur the best man- 
aged farm in the province, while his 
brother Simpson won the gold medal. 
The reunions at the Rennie farm are: 
qtite famous and have frequently’ 
broucht together over a thousand 
leading agriculturists. Mr. Rennie 
was a great admirer of Clydesdale 
horses and imported a large number 
every year from Scotland and experts 


_ Ray that no better animals were ever 


brought into Canada of that class. 
In 1889 Mr. Rennie retired from ac- 
tive business operations, leaving con- 
trol in the hands of his sons who are 
ro ably carrying on the good work 
commenced by the father. In 189% 
Hon. Mr. Dryden, then Minister of 
Agriculture, asked Mr. Rennie to: 
take the position of farm superinten- 
dent at the Ontario Agricultural Col- 
lege at Guelph and to demonstrate 
there his new idea regarding agricul- 
ture. This he did, remaining with 
the college six years. He brought: 
the farm up to a high state of culti- 
vation and thoroughly demonstrated 
his methods and later he published 
as well-known book, Successful 
eHeming, which has had such a large 
sale, 

Deceased was a Liberal in politics 
and took a very active part in the 
return of Hon. Alexander MucKen- 
zie when he ran in East York, but 
in recent years he had devoted his 
attention tq other matters. He was

| bit as serious as those which occur on 


the actual field of war. Two rent 


‘organizations are pitted against each 
}other. Silently, with scarcely a sound 


above the scratching of a pen, the 
more powerful faction presses its op: 


| ponent back, and upon the issues de- 
| pends the welfare of thousands, many 


of whom have no idea that any kind 
of buttle is being fought at all. 

In the present trade-war between 
Lord Cowdray and the Standard Oil 
Co., John Bull is standing in the ring 
with Uncle Sam, and is knocking him 
out. They are fighting over the great 
oil-fields of Mexico, and, although the 
Standard Oil Co. have used every 
means in their power to outwit their 
English rival, and even employed 
spies to shadow him in New York, 
match. The 
British Oi] magnate is beating them 
at their own game. 

The Standard Oil Co. have not had 
many such reverses. Forty-five years 
ago, Mr. John D. Rock +feller realized 
the great possibilities that lay in oil. 
formed a syndicate, and proceeded to 
buy up every rival syndicate. He of- 
ten paid absurdly high prices to his 
rivals in order to gain absolute con: 
trol. If they refused to sell, he either 
retailed oil in their districts at a loss, 
or else actually gave it away, until 
they were forced, through lack of busi- 
ness, to admit themselves beaten, 

A particularly interesting trade-war 


was that fought recently between 
the Ik lish aad American tobaeeon: 
ists. The American Tobacco Co, was 


one of tae most formidable ayndicates 
that ever threatened our chalky cliff. 

It was an amalgamation of five sep- 
arate companies, which, previously 
had tried to cut each other's throats 
in their own country. They had plae 
ed wonderful ‘Surprise Packets’ and 
other advertising dodges upon the 
market. They had blazoned the walls 
with enormous posters, One company 
had spent $1,500,000 annually in ad 
vertising its principal fcature, ‘Battle 
Axe Plug," tne price of which under 
went tremendous reductions. For the 
small price of fivepence, the American 
elastic-jawed chewer could buy a plu; 
of “Battle Axe’? three inches broad, 
over half-an-inch thick, and a_ foot 
long. 

But when these old rivals banded 
together, and invaded England under 


the banner of The American Tobacco | 
Co., they found themselves absolutely | 


out-classed, By offering a bonus ot 
$1,600,060 a year for four years to all 
the English retailers who would sup- 
ply their cigarettes, and nobody else’s.

to get the entire monopoly of the to- | 


baceo custom in England. Before 
Lew temptation had spread too far, 
le wever, the English tobacconists 


joined forees, and formed , themselves 
into The Imperial Tobacco Co. The 
An erieans, instead of dealing with 1 
host of small, independent merchants, 
found themselves face to face with a 
solid organization representing almost 
the entire tobacco interest of the Brit- 
ish Isles. So they packed up their 
cheap cigarettes, and took the next 
boat home 

But the matter did not end there, 
The tobaceonists who had been prom- 
ised their big bonuses, and who had 
received only one half year’s payment, 
-uee. the American Company for the 
bslance. At the first the Americans 
revused to pay, arguing that, as their 


sympany had been liquidated, their) 


A 
test case was decided against them, 
however, and they wished more .than 
ever that they had left the English 
bull-dog alone.—London Answers.
